4. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art an array substrate for a liquid crystal display device or a method for fabricating such 
a device comprising various elements as claimed, more specifically a data line crossing 
the gate line to define a pixel region including a transmissive portion and a reflective 
portion, the data line being divided into first and second branch lines, the first and 
second branch lines being spaced apart from each other and disposed in the reflective 
portion of the adjacent pixel regions, respectively and a reflective corresponding to the 
reflective portion and covering the first and second branch portions are considered 
novel when including all other limitations. 

5. US 2005/00181 13 is related to a transflective display wherein the pixel structure 
defined by the gate and data lines comprising a reflective cell including a transistor and 
a reflective electrode and a transmission cell including a transistor and a transmissive 
electrode. US 2004/0239846 is related to a transflective display includes at least a 
transmission pixel region and at least a reflective pixel region wherein the reflective 
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electrode of the reflection region and the transmissive electrode of the transmission 
region are controlled by independent switching elements. US 2004/0201803 is related 
to a transflective display device.
